A Chicago Mail Fills Up Witli liuR-Julco 


Kunn Away with » Locomotive, Wreck* 
It, ami, of Course, Kacapos Unharmed 
CHICAGO, Oct. (S3.—John Goggien, a tan- 


ner, started ont on Saturday night to enjoj 
himself. He attended a ball, became htlar 
lonsly intoxicated, and about six o'clock th 
following morning started home, yelling lik 
a Cornmanche. At tlie corner o£ Halsted 
street and Chicago avenue, in tho North 
western yards, were a number of locomo- 
tives on tha track with steam up, and readj 
to start. The engineers were in the round 
house, nearby, awaiting orders.yJefore'thej 
could interfere, Goggien jumped oil th 
foremost and pulled tlio throttle wide open 


Fully ono hundred.pounds of steam wer 


turned on, and the engine went forwart 
with a rush. In a twinkling It reached th 
turn-table, distant seventy-live feet

nately the turn-table was not set for th 
track tlie engine covered, and at the speed 
of forty miles an hour it jumped the trad 
and crashed through the table with tremeu 
dons force. 
Clouds o£ steam ascended fron 


the wreck, its escapo making a uoiso tha 
was deafening.

Pyrenees mountain dogs, in close rela- 
no'n to the Highland collie, Trith soft, 
expressive eyes, and long, shiny hair, 
and it performs its duty— that of keep- 
ing any of the flock frorn. turning tho 
wrong corner .and staying away— with 
ihe. most' conscientious and intelligent 
accuracy. , There are ten or a dozen 


oats in each 'flock and they are on duty 


only every other day. _ Occasionally 
one of the mothers is accompanied by a 
sporting kid, which .gives no little 
(.rouble to the dog and delight to the 
juvenile customers of the goatherd. 
This fellow. lives outside of Paris, but 
every morning .he starts for tho city at 
an early hour to serve his customers — 
this one in the bourgeoise qnarticr of the 
Faubourg St. 'Denis, that 'one to the 
aristocracy of tho Faubourg St. Ger- 
main, another along the grand boule- 
vards, and so on throughout the capita1.. 
The bonnes are. always ready for .Lira, 
and they are often accompanied by tho 
little invalid; the milk- being tho bout 
when drank warm from the udder. The 
goatherd calls. up one of his flock, the 
docile nanny submits to being milked 
without "kicking,1' and having pocketed 
his 3 cents' for a quarter of a pint, ho 
moves on, merrily blowing liis flute to' 
attract tho attention which his position 
deserves. -By 10 o'clock his round has 
been made and his flock are on their 
way baclr.to- the cpTmtry. Outside the 
fortifications there is a halt, anil while 
tho honest bcrger cats his frugal de- 
jeuner the goats .are nibbling at the 
green grass which grows along tho 
ramparts.
